There is no holiday more needful 


on the American calendar 
than 


Thanksgiving. It was instituted and 
generally observed at a time when 
the colonists on the bleat New Eng- 
land shore had little to be thankful 
for, judged by present standards. 


People, is a matter of fact, rarely 


ever appreciate blessings that 'came 
without sacrifice. In the matter ' of 
government, it is customary to take 
for granted its benefits, privileges 
and opportunities, and think and 
talk only of government's deficien- 
cies, which, in a representative gov- 
ernment such as ours, are largely 
.chargeable to the shortcomings of a 
citizenship which possesses the pow- 
er to make and unmake presidents, 
governors,'legislatures and mayors:

In every struggle every 
good citizen should lend a hand on 
the cause of right But evil institu- 
tions would disappear more rapidly 
if we would cease -thia shotgun sort 
of complaining, which scatters ev- 
erywhere and wounds nowhere, and 
focus our efforts upon the immediate 
evils about us; some of them .close 
home. 


Many people can talk glibly about 


•the imj»rfectipns of jmKgOTwnment 
as .compared anth .the^erffct gov- 
ernment .every man can jeasily Con- 
struct in iliis Wn imagination by 
leaving out of account the materials 
.with-which_,a government" must .be 
constructed, who haven't the slight- 
est conception of the advantages of 
the instifution sw6 already .have and 
what tremendous progress they, re- 
present as compared with the insti- 
tutions of a century or even i a half 
century ago. Not do they reaflize the 
cost at which" our free institutions 
have been attaints, not bp ourselves, 
but by others. 


It is well to look forward, but a 


lot of people have been skilled by 
trains because they didn't 
under- 


stand that safety first requires a 
look backward. He who looks back- 
ward without looking forward is a 
reactionary and hopeless; he who 
looks 
forward 
without 
looking 


backward is a visionary and is dan-, 
gerous. 


Those.who look both ways, and in 


the light oi the past, the present 
and the future, interpret the hap-' 
penings of the age in which they 
live, are responsible for all of the 
progress the world has ever made or 
ever will make in the promotion of 
human welfare.
